Haynes  Library  has  just  concluded  the  best  year  in 
recent  history.  This  is  due  to  a  considerable  extent  to 
the  interest  and  patronage  of  a  group  of  boys  and  girls  of 
grade  school  and  early  high  school  age.  It  is  a  pleasure 
to  report  that  our  school  system  is  succeeding  in  its  aim 
of  giving  our  boys  and  girls  skill  in  reading,  so  that  it  is 
easy  to  interest  them  in  books  the  library  can  supply. 
We  have  a  good  collection  of  children's  classics  and 
books  for  young  people  and  special  attention  has  been 
given  this  year  to  helping  students  choose  books  for  book 
reports  and  reference  study.  While  lacking  the  more 
modern  books,  the  books  we  have  have  been  well  chosen ;

Another  result  was  the 
donation  of  some  very  acceptable  books  by  p  trtie     vhose 


attention  was  called  to  the  library  at  that  time,  notably 
a  good  collection  of  Kipling's  works  and  a  number  of 
volumes  of  O'Henry's  short  stories. 

Books  for  winter  reading  continue  to  be  popular. 
The  library  closed  on  November  17,  1951,  and  will  open 
in  1952  on  May  3,  at  11  o'clock,  d.v.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


The  past  school  year  has  been  marked  by  the  biggest 
material  gains  for  a  long  time.  Canaan  has  built  and  is 
now  occupying  a  10-room  elementary  school,  Bristol's 
memorial  school  is  now  nearing  completion  and  several 
other  milestones  have  been  passed.  Hebron  completely 
rebuilt  its  school  adding  a  heating  room  and  now  has  one 
of  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  rural  school  in  the  state. 
Groton  added  automatic  oil  to  its  school,  Bridgewater 
completed  the  furnace  room,  insulated,  and  painted  and 
the  other  towns  did  significant  amounts  of  maintenance. 
A  great  deal  of  repair  and  maintenance  work  has  been 
done  in  the  past  five  years  and  systematic  programing  of 
work  should  be  continued.  This  may  be  done  in  some 
districts  on  a  lower  per  year  cost  but  it  is  questionable 
economy  over  a  period  of  years  to  do  nothing  and  then 
try  to  "catch  up"  for  the  years  past.  This  may  work  well 
only  in  case  such  work  is  done  on  the  down  swing  of  an 
economic  cycle  but  the  chances  seem  just  as  good  that 
they  might  have  to  be  done  on  the  reverse  swing  with 
inflated  prices.  A  moderate  amount  of  money  on  a 
yearly  basis  should  now  keep  most  of  our  buildings  in 
good  repair. 

Our  most  successful  workshop  of  the  four  was  held 
this  year  on  "Improving  Reading".  The  teachers  through 
their  own  members  organized  this,  secured  the  speakers, 
and  in  general  planned  and  executed  the  whole  thing,  a 
very  fine  achievement.  After  experimenting  with  various 
times  of  the  year  the  Labor  Day  week  was  selected  and 
proved  a  fine  choice.  Efforts  will  be  made  in  the  future 
to  hold  workshops  during  that  week  if  possible.  It  is  not 
a  good  week  to  obtain  speakers  but  otherwise  seems 
perfect.  There  will  be  no  workshop  next  year  since  we 
all  feel  that  we  need  a  year  to  consolidate  what  gains  we 
have  made  and  to  work  continuously  on  reading  and 
related  problems.     For  once  Union  No.  4  seems  to  be  in 
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front  of  a  modern  swing  in  educational  circles  back  to 
more  of  the  fundamentals.  However,  we  should  not  feel 
too  elated  over  this  since  we  are  in  the  fore  only  because 
we've  never  had  the  time  or  money  to  be  greatly 
concerned  with  educational  frills  and  it  may  be  more 
truthful  to  say  that  the  parade  has  made  the  cycle  and 
finds  us  on  its  return  trip !  In  spite  of  all  modern  theories 
and  practises  if  we  can  keep  classes  small  enough  and 
staffed  well  enough  so  that  we  do  not  lose  sight  of  the 
individual  child  and  do  the  best  we  can  for  him  in  school 
and  out  we  will  not  err  too  much  and  our  pupils  will  have 
a  solid  basic  education. 

This  "reporter"  believes  in  trying  to  keep  well  in- 
formed and  to  keep  others  with  whom  he  works  well 
informed.  To  overlook  the  fact  that  we  do  not  live  by 
ourselves  alone  and  that  we  are  in  a  highly  competitive 
society  would  be  disastrous  to  our  children.  Potentially 
excellent  teachers,  and  even  some  of  fine  experience,  are 
being  drawn  away  from  teaching  by  better  paying  posi- 
tions either  in  the  semi-skilled  or  skilled  trades.  Just  one 
instance  will  show  this.  During  the  past  week  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  federal  government  was  in  a  high  school 
looking  for  typists  to  start  at  over  $2700.00.  We  have 
19  teachers,  most  of  several  years  experience,  getting 
$2300  or  less !  A  small  chart  showing  comparative  sal- 
aries for  the  current  year  follows  :

Beginning  teachers  with  degrees  are  being  placed  at 
$2,400  or  more  and  it  is  rumored  that  the  asking  price 
this  year  will  be  $2,500  or  $2,600. 

The  new  State  Aid  distribution  of  funds  made  a 
good  start  towards  reducing  the  spread  in  tax  rates  for 
education.     It  would   have  done  more  had  the  formula 
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been  covered  with  the  necessary  funds.  How  much  it 
did  to  improve  education  Would  be  a  highly  debatable 
point  since  in  this  area  the  money  was  used  to  reduce  the, 
tax  levy.  As  long  as  great  uncertainty  continues  to 
exist  on  formulas,  amounts  etc.  it  will  be  used  in  this 
respect.  It  would  be  naive  to  urge  a  couple  of  school, 
districts  to  expand  either  its  program  or  its  plant  promis- 
ing that  "state  aid''  would  help  pay  the  bill.  This  is 
being  pointed  out  here  merely  to  forestall  critics  who 
may  ask  to  see  the  "improvements"  made  by  these  funds; 
in  this  area  they  reduced  the  tax  rate.  The  tax  rates 
would  have  been  reduced  still  more  had  the  $2,000,000 
been  voted.  Expressing  it  another  way  would  be  to  say, 
that  failure  to  vote  $2,000,000  increased  the  tax  assess- 
ments and  those  who  howl  against  sales  or  other  new 
taxes  are  blind  to  the  fact  that  the  legislature  did  not  save 
the  tax  payer  money  in  refusing  to  vote  the  $2,000,000;  it 
merely  passed  the  educational  tax  bill  back  to  the  local 
property  owner  who  directly  paid  more  than  he  otherwise 
would.  The  next  table  shows  the  nine  towns  in  this  area 
and  how  they  compare  with  one  another  and  with  the 
state  average.

Several  thing's  should  be  noted  in  the  above  chart: 

1)  Adjusted  valuations  vary  from  $6,421  per  pupil  in  Danbury  to  $55,261  in  Hebron. 

2)  Bristol  has  the  highest  school  tax  rate  with  $22.05  and  Hebron  the  lowest  with 
$7.18  with  Bridgewater  not  far  behind  with  $8.15.  The  state  median  of  $19.99  should 
be  noted  here. 

3)  Alexandria  and  Orange  just  miss  qualifying  for  aid;  they  would  qualify  with 
a  few  more  pupils  provided  the  percentage  of  increase  were  greater  that  the  averag-e 
for  the  state. 

4)  The  spread  between  the  cost  of  the  foundation  program  and  the  17  mill  share 
shows  that  Bristol  would  need  many  more  resident  pupils  to  qualify,  that  Groton, 
Hebron  and  Bridg'ewater  will  probably  never  qualify  on  this  basis.  These  towns  will 
receive  aid  from  the  state  only  when  so-called  general  aid  becomes  available  i.e.  a 
blanket  amount  per  pupil  without  using  millage  or  anything1  else. 
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With  one  more  high  school  pupil,  or  two  elementary, 
Alexandria  would  have  received  some  state  aid  this  year. 
From  this  it  can  be  seen  that  we  may  some  years  receive 
aid  and  not  in  others  depending  on  our  numbers,  the 
average  increase  in  the  state  and  the  amount  of  funds 
available.  Alexandria's  tax  levy  of  $18.26  per  thousand 
of  adjusted  valuation  is  $1.73  below  the  state  median  and 
$3.79  below  Bristol's.  It  is  always  difficult  to  realize  that 
other  towns  have  tax  burdens  and  we  hear' just  as  many 
complaints  about  taxes  in  towns  with  a  $20.00  tax  rate 
per  thousand  as  we  do  in  towns  with  a  $65.00  rate.  It  is 
my  belief  that  property  in  my  nine  towns  is  assessed  on 
about  the  same  level  since  the  new  adjusted  valuations 
made  very  little  difference  in  figuring  my  own  salary.  In 
other  words  all  towns  were  "adjusted"  at  about  the  same 
rate  leaving  the  final  standing  very  little  different  than 
has  been  true  when  we  used  assessed  valuations.  If  peo- 
ple in  Alexandria  wish  for  more  aid  from  the  state  it  looks 
as  though  they  will  have  to  work  harder  for  aid  granted 
on  a  general  basis  such  as  $5.00  per  pupil. 

It  is  increasingly  difficult  to  find  qualified  teachers 
for  schools  in  rural  areas  and  for  the  ungraded  school  in 
particular.  It  is  not  entirely  a  matter  of  salary  but  as 
long  as  a  young  teacher  can  get  $2400  as  a  beginning 
salary  in  a  large  village  or  city  which  offer  salary  in- 
creases on  a  salary  schedule  she  is  not  going  to  take  either 
a  graded  or  ungraded  school  in  the  country  where  living 
conditions,  in  some  cases,  just  don't  exist  for  such  a  tea- 
cher. These  teachers  do  not  have  cars  to  travel  in  daily 
either.  This  situation  may  change  someday  but  the  pros- 
pects right  now  are  not  bright.  We  will  work  long  and 
hard  as  directed  by  you  and  the  school  board  and  will 
nominate  as  teachers  the  best  ones  we  can  find.  We  have 
been  very  fortunate  thus  far  but  such  luck  can  not  last 
forever.
